EARLY LAND TITLES OF 
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The occasion does not invite a technical address on land titles. 
It is for me rather to go even far afield for matter and incident of 
more general interest, whether closely or remotely relevant, and that 
I propose to do, letting the Connecticut-Pennsylvania land title con- 
troversy of the latter half of the eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth centuries occupy our principal attention. 

“Title” has been defined by Coke as “the means whereby the 
owner of lands hath a just possession of his property.” This in- | 
cludes not only the more usual muniments of title such as deeds, | 





wills and other writings which go to make up documentary or “paper 
title’ but as well all the accepted evidences by which a possessory 
title may be established and held. Acts of Assembly, Acts of Con- 
gress, wars, treaties, verdicts of juries, judicial decrees, family Bible 
entries, church records, grave-stone inscriptions, surveys, municipal 
vital records, and the recollection of witnesses, are some of the things 
that go to establish title. How shall what is to be said be selected 
and how limited? 

War was mentioned. The event of the Revolutionary War 
confiscated the estates of Sir John Johnson of the Mohawk Valley 
and quite generally those of the bolder adherents of the crown. The 
French were driven from Grand Pre as so feelingly told in Long- 
fellow’s Evangeline, as a result of war. Wars do not, however, 
always disturb individual titles. Alsace and Lorraine have passed 
from nation to nation as a prize of war, twice within the recollec- 
tion of some of us, and individual titles have been respected; pro- 
: fessedly, at least. The rule of modern times is that change of 
5 jurisdiction, either resultant from war, or otherwise, is apart from 
‘ndividual titles. Not only this principle just stated, but the Con- 
necticut-Pennsvlvania war and even the war of our Independence, 
are interwoven with the struggle for this particular territory where 
‘we are this evening. | 

Let us then briefly review this interstate controversy, that we 
may refresh our memories and be brought to a re-realization of how 
important, how varied, how human and how close to us it was and 
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is. We are liable to underestimate it. Acres of diamends lie 
lavishly here in our local history—perhaps also in the history or 
works of creation of most localities. Their possession is not exclu- 
sive. Its pleasures are commendable and are as great, to many, as 
those of the jewels cut at Amsterdam. He who has come to an 
understanding appreciation of the charm of the near-at-hand; of the 
plainer things of his own locality and in his own life has enriched 
himself beyond measure in possibilities of happiness and content- 
ment.

A controversy such as that under consideration suggests lawyers 
of high attainments and standing. Such there were in America and 
they were engaged. James Wilson, Wm. Lewis, and Wm. Rawle 
come quickly to mind. I show you here briefs of the latter two. 
Lawyers of England also were brought in. I name you five: Lord 
‘Thurlow, then Attorney-General, afterwards Lord Chancellor ; Wed- 
derburn, Solicitor-General, afterwards Lord Chief Justice; Jackson, 
Lord Chancellor; Dunning, Lord Ashburton; and fifth, Pratt, Earl 
of Camden and Lord Chancellor. 

: James Wilson, one of the Pennamite landholders whose holdings 
were most extensive. He was particularly influential in the framing 
of the Constitution of the United States and became Justice of the 
Supreme Court under it. : 

Benjamin Franklin, not a lawyer but one of the immortals, 
attended with John Penn, the Indian Congress at Albany in 1754 to 
negotiate for this land. 

A score of Acts of Assembly of two States: Acts of the Conti- 
nental Congress and of the Congress of the United States were part 
of the controversy. The sieges, slaughters and dispossessions of 
the Yankee-Pennamite wars were in it. A special tribunal of Com- 
missioners selected from five states was convened to try it. An- 


_ other, a Pennsylvania court, or commission, was created to admini- 


ster its “Compromise Act of 1799.” It produced an array of pam- 
phlets that today, one hundred and fifty years after the event, bring 


_ prices, some of them many times their weight in gold. The Board of 


Censors established by our first Constitution, 1776—a unique device 
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it was too, and borrowed by Vermont whose first constitution was 
patterned largely after that.of Pennsylvania—gave it consideration 
and criticised severely the action and attitude of its own ( Pennsyl- 
vania) government. | 

The project of a new state to be set up here, with its capital 
probably at Tioga Point was far advanced. A constitution was 
drawn up by Oliver Wolcott, whose grandfather Roger and father 
Oliver had been governors of Connecticut and who himself, later 
became governor and afterwards secretary of the treasury in the 
cabinets of Washington and-of the first Adams. Major William 
Judd, who had come from Farmington, was to have been its first 
Governor and John Franklin of Tioga Point its Lieutenant-Govern- 
or. Colonel Ethan Allen, with Vermont to his credit, appeared 
here in regimentals and cocked hat, while the Green Mountain boys 
awaited his beck. After the Decree of Trenton the new and, even 
then, important county of Luzerne was created as a tactical measure. 
The trail leads to the first massacre of Wyoming (1763). Then 
there was the greater massacre of 1778, the news of which in Eng- 
land produced a revulsion of feeling there that settled the outcome 
of the Revolution and led to the establishment first of one and then 
of a dozen American republics. Nor do all these at all exhaust 


the important incidents of this land-title controversy. Locally its 


echoes died away in a series of never finished law cases. It trailed 
on in the flickering light of firesides in the murmurs of old men and 
women — themselves, some of them too partisan to take out Penn- 
sylvania titles but willing to lay grounds for securing the benefits to 
their posterity. And I am bringing you here in an amnful of old 
parchments and papers its ashes. All this is your inheritance and 
part of the foundation on which your possessions rest. 

Throughout the controversy there was much discussion of the 
three priorities as the basis of the respective titles of Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania, to wit, the priority of English royal grant, the 
Driority of Indian grant and the priority of settlement or possession. 
Referring to the first of these it is not impertinent to inquire as to 


- where the English roval] ownership rested. It seems that one John 


Cabot (others as well) sailed the unchartered sea to call unbidden 

On some ancestor or predecessor of Uncas, whose name even, he 

had vet to learn. Without really knowing he had arrived he sighted, 

landed and set foot on the front dooryard of that King’s domain. 

There he knelt, kissed the soil, set up a small banner, drew sword 
5 
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and with mention of the Deity told his attendants he had taken pos- 
session in behalf of England’s ruler. That is title by discovery. 

- And then the English royalty, not the same king but a succes- 
sor, with only the vaguest understanding (though this might be 
questioned) of the shape, extent or characteristics of the land, as 
matter of grace and favor, caused to be prepared elaborate parch- 

ments, parcelling the territory among his retainers. Here is a fac- 

similie of the Charter of 1681 to William Penn given to pay a debt 

. to Admiral Penn, father of William. It covers the ground where 

‘we now are: These other documents are, most of them, originals— 

some of the parchments are contemporaneous with the Penn charter 
and resemble it in engrossing and portraiture. ; 

By a priority of more than sixty years, James the First had 
granted this land to the council at Plymouth, England, and still 
fifty-three years before Penn’s grant the Council at Plymouth had 
conveyed to Lord Say and Seal. Lord Brook, John Hampden (mark 
you), John Pym (mark again) and others. And then, before the 
English Commonwealth. and twenty years before the Penn Charter, 
Charles I granted a charter to John Winthrop and others authoriz- 
ing them to set up a government in this territory of which he had 
already long before conveyed the soil, thus confirming the 1620 ae 
grant of James I. | 

Say and Seal later for a consideration conveyed the soil to the 
colony of Connecticut. 

John Pym, the grantee. was a member of the Short Parlia- 
ment; in 1639 was imprisoned for opposition to the tyrannies of 
Charles I; was a leader in the Long Parliament; moved the im- 
peachment of Thomas Wentworth, Earl of Stratford. who was the 
official handling the oppression that brought on the War of the 
Revolution. Pym was also one of the managers of the trial of the 
king. a | | 

John Hampden, who, it was said, fought every abuse, though 
he never created a law, was a member of the Long Parliament. 
af He was one of the grantees as stated. Gray’s Elegy speaks of 
| “Some village Hampden guiltless of his country’s blood.” 

Quoting from Macaulay: “Two men exercised a paramount 
influence of the legislature and country— Pym and Hampden; and 
x by the universal consent of friends and enemies the first place be- 
| longs to Hampden.” ce 

John Hampden and John Pym wrote their names big in English - 
| 6 
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history. They shook the throne. No English: speaking person— 


no living person today but has reason for gratitude to these two 


_ grantees in this deed for Connecticut, and of that Connecticut this, 


our land here, was part. 

{t is an alluring subject for study how the history of civiliza- 
tion and of civil liberty might have been different had Pym and 
Hampden come hither to occupy and administer their Connecticut 
estate. [hey were near it. John Hampden and his cousin Oliver 
Cromwell had gone on shipboard bound hither when the king’s men 
apprehended them, stopping seven vessels about to sail filled with 
emigrants for this new world. How little the English government 
understood. Again it is apparent “‘there’s a divinity that shapes our 
ends rough hew them as we will.” Oliver Cromwell admitted 
freeman of a new town in the colony of Connecticut; Oliver Crom- 
well, Lord High Protector of England, Scotland and Ireland and 
the Dominions thereunto belonging. 7 

I referred to the possible want of understanding of the shape 
and extent of the land. Far beyond any skill of mine in words 
Sidney George Fisher, a few years ago, at the Wyoming monument, 
July 3, 1893, pictured the territory of the grant to Say and Seal and 
Pym and Hampden. Let me read: 

“The greatest writer of stories, even Homer himself, could 
hardly have begun a tale more simply than this history of Wyoming 
begins. The people of Connecticut had been living for a little over 
100 years at the eastern extremity of a strip of land about fifty 
miles wide and 3,000 miles long, extending from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific ocean. They were Englishmen and this land had been given 
them by a charter from their English king. 

“There were very few other people in the world that had such 
a strange domain as this, which might have been given by the fairies 
instead of by a king. 

~ “For hundreds of miles it was a green ocean of tree-tops as it 
rose and fell over the mountains and valleys of what we call Penn- 
sylvania, and touched the shores of Lake Erie, a great inland sea. 
Still onward and westward it went and soon open spaces and 
meadows appeared after 500 miles of tree ‘tops, and the buffalo 
and elk fed in the sunshine and no longer in the shadow of the 
woods. Soon the meadows became larger, and presently the woods 


. were gone and the vast prairies of Indiana and Illinois appeared 


with their knee-deep grass waiving to the horizon. The Mississippi 
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is crossed; the long grass is gone, and the stunted buffalo grass of 
the plains spreads to the brim of the sky and the land is drier and the 
millions of buffalo raise the dust in clouds as they press towards 
the passes of the Rocky Mountains. But those mighty peaks and 
ranges with their endless snow and countless herds of game were 
still Connecticut, which was pressing on and on, across the sage- 
brush plains of Utah, through the Great Salt Lake and the deserts of 
Nevada up again into the peaks of the Sierras in California, until 
that Yankee empire ended as it had begun, by the breakers of the 
Sea... 

Domain of the fairies, yes indeed. On the north a line this 
side of Binghamton; on the south a line this side of Stroudsburg 
from ocean to ocean, a ribbon of land too narrow to allow the 
necessary curves of a railroad a tenth its length from either end. 

In Indian grant Connecticut had a priority of ‘14 years. I 
cannot stop to tell a. of that; nor much about the priority of 
possession. : 

That mysterious urge that ever impelled the Yankee west and west 
and west kindled at the rumor of a land and ‘valley of wondrous 
fertility and beauty, on the Susquehanna, a great river west of the 
Hudson. Was it'not Connecticut? John Jenkins a forbear of my 
children was one of those, it is said, sent out to report of this 
Canaan. But I may not stop for that. In 1753'there was incor- 
porated “The Susquehanna Company” to accomplish and control the 
occupancy. It was one of a number similar. George Washington 
was, I believe, a stockholder in The Ohio Company. The Con- 
necticut-Delaware Company was sister to the Susquehanna Com- 
pany, Its surveys covered Susquehanna and the greater part of 
Wayne counties. The Virginia Company was another. 

Settlement by Connecticut was made in 1762. 

In 1763 occurred the first massacre of Wyoming. 

It has been conceded by upholders of the Connecticut side of 
the controversy that Pennsylvania had no hand in this. 

So let it stand. The settlement was wiped out. The struggle 
for possession was on. And now about the Yankee-Pennamite 
wars. Twice, and only twice, has there been armed clash between 
our states. We forget this little affair between Connecticut and 
Pennsylvania before the mightiness of that of 1861-1865, itself now 


dwarfed by one proportionately greater. That Connecticut-Penn- _ 


sylvania war was overshadowed, also, by the war of our Independ- 
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ence. This of which we are speaking was, nevertheless, war be- 
tween states—a state land-title quarrel. 

After having been held back by the French and Indian war a 
new immigration set in again in 1769 and there was a constant suc- 


cession of hostilities. Fort Durkee, on the lower end of the river- 


bank commons in Wilkes-Barre was built by Connecticut in the 
spring of 1769. It was attacked by Pennsylvania with the help of a 
cannon throwing a four-pound ball brought up from Fort Augusta, 
at Sunbury, and was taken. Next year Connecticut attacked and 
took fort and cannon. There were eight forts and block houses 
in all. Fifty of Penn’s men in a block house were taken after siege. 
The Connecticut Fort Durkee was taken by Captain Ogden. Colonel 
Lazarus Stewart, of the Scotch-Irish immigration, a Pennsylvanian, 
who was with the Yankees surprised it in a night assault and retook 
it. Captain Ogden built Fort Wyoming. Connecticut besieged and 
captured it. Then came four years of peace—the golden age of 
Wyoming history. 

Colonel William Plunkett, a Pennsylvania justice of the peace of 
Northumberland County was instrumental in depopulating the two 
Connecticut towns on the west branch of the Susquehanna—Charles- 
town and Judea. 


For an interesting if not creditable sketch of Plunkett see 
“Otzinachson”’ by J. F. Meginnes (1857), chap. XVI, p. 126. 

Plunkett came up the north branch valley in the late fall of 1775 
with seven hundred troops and with batteaux conveying commis- 
sary stores, ammunition and two cannon. He was met at Nanti- 
coke by a force of about 300 and defeated. Different features of the 
event suggest Thermopylea. 


Then the war centered at Kingston. I have not told you much 
of casualties. They were numerous. Trifling? So was Concord. 


This seems a fitting place to contrast the two parties. Gener- 
ally speaking the Pennsylvania titles were held in large acreages by 
Philadelphians and others who bought speculatively and sent hire- 
lings, often Tories, to fight in maintenance of their claims. when the 
lands were settled at all, under Pennsylvania. The Connecticut 
titles were grants of small parcels which the owners bought for 
homes and were occupying, many of them, with their wives and 
children. 

The Yankee party called their opponents “Landgrabbers 
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‘“Landjobbers” the Pennsylvanians called the Yankees “Intruders.” 
Those two words tell the situation. 


E Possibly the Yankees were too ready to line up Pennsyl- 
vanians, the British, the Indians, and the despised tories as brothers 
in sin. John Dickinson, President of the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Executive Council, an office corresponding to that of Governor, was 
opposed to separation from Great Britain and absented himself from 
the congress as he would not sign the Declaration of Independence. 


He later did efficient service on the right side. 


It is not always easy to reconcile attitude and action with recog- 
nized character and standing, particularly when the actors move as 
groups. 

Wyoming was patriotic beyond Connecticut or Pennsylvania. 

Chief Justice Baldwin, at the Wyoming monument stated: 
“In the city where I lived in 1776 nearly half the people were British 
sympathizers. The same I think would be true of Philadelphia.” 


Philip H. Smith in his history of Duchess County, New York, 
describes a similar condition. In Wyoming practically every able 
bodied man was in the army. The quota was exceeded, it is claimed, 
by eight times. 

. _ Were the subject less delicate, inquiry would be pertinent 
whether influences other than Washington’s need did not induce 
congress to call to the front the two home guard companies and so 
leave Wyoming defenseless against the force already gathered and 
augmenting, provisioned and armed, even then moving from Niagara 
to Geneva, Elmira and Tioga on its devastating mission of blood 
and flame and torture. 

About the time of the Plunkett expedition, Governor Trumbull 
had proposed to the Continental Congress that the dispute be arbi- 

a trated and the congress did call on the contenders to leave the 
quarrel and turn their arms against the crown. 

Lord Cornwallis surrendered at Yorktown, October 19, 1781. 

The Commission proposed years before by Connecticut and now 

‘ again by Pennsylvania was appointed by the Continental Congress 
and convened at Trenton, November 19, 1782. 

‘Hon. Steuben Jenkins is on record as having said Connecticut 
betrayed Wyoming and “assented to a packed court and a false 
issue and went through tne ceremony of a mock trial at Trenton 
that the treachery might appear to be the result of a legal necessity” 
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and then took the Western Reserve of 3,666,921 acres, which should 
have gone to Wyoming and other soldiers of the Revolution. 

The Trenton Commissioners were five: Judge William Whipple 
of New Hampshire; Welcome Arnold of Rhode Island; from 
New Jersey William C. Houston, professor of mathematics and 
natural philosophy at Princeton and, Chief Justice David Breasly, 
and fifth, Judge Cyrus Griffin, President of the Court of Maritime 
Appeals of Virgania. Among the counsel were William Bradford, 
afterwards Attorney General of Pennsylvania, Justice of the -Su- 
preme Court of Pennsylvania and Attorney General in the adminis- 
tration of Washington, and James Wilson afterwards Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The sessions appointed 
for Tuesday, November 12th began November 19th and continued 
for forty-one judicial days. (For the full proceedings see Penn- 
sylvania Archives, Series I, Volume IX, pp. 679, et seq.). 
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The decree was, in part, “We are unanimously of opinion the 

; State of Connecticut has no right to the land in controversy. We 
are also unanimously of opinion that the jurisdiction and preemp- 

tion of all the territory lying within the charter boundaries of Penn- 

sylvania and now claimed by the State of Connecticut do of right 

belong to the State of Pennsylvania.” The following day the five 

: commissioners addressed to John Dickinson, President of the Su- 
preme Executive Council of Pennsylvania, a letter from which the 
following quotations are taken: ‘Their individual claims could in 

no instance come before us, not being in the line of our appointment. 
* * * The situation of these people well deserves the notice of 
government: \Vith all deference therefore we would suggest to 
| your excellency and Council * * * to continue things in their 
present peaceable posture until proper steps can be taken to decide 

| | the controversy respecting the private right of soil in the mode pre- 
scribed by the confederation.”” This letter was unknown to the 
| Connecticut side and was suppressed thirteen years. I quote also 
from a letter written from Williamsburg, Virginia, September 15, 

1796, by Cyrus Griffin (the Commissioner), to Barnabas Bidwell 
of Stockbridge: “Before the Commissioners determined that im- 
portant conflict * * * it was agreed, first, that the reasons for 
the determination should never be given. Second, that the minor- 
ity should concede the determination as the unanimous opinion of 
the court. No doubt sufficient reasons appeared to us to adopt these 
preliminary points. Whether strictly justifiable or at present would 
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be adopted I will not undertake to say. Perhaps a different course 
might be pursued. * * * I do not know in what manner the 
jurisdiction might be considered if tried again and especially since 
a number of important discoveries have been made and a mass of 
evidence can now be produced which was not known at the time, 
but I can assure you, sir, that the Commissioners were unanimously 
of opinion that the private right of soil should not be affected by 
the decision. That decision was not to reach the question of prop- 
erty in the soil. We recommended very strongly, derived from 
legal and political grounds that the settlers should be quieted in all 
their claims by an Act of the Pennsylvania Assembly, and that 
the right of soil if I recollect truly, as derived from Connecticut, 
should be held sacred. Such, however, was the opinion of the 
individuals who composed the court.” 

Let me interject here, on the authority of Chief Justice, after- 
wards Governor, Simeon E. Baldwin, of Connecticut, at the Wyom- 
ing Monument, that the fact and result of the Court of Commis- 
sioners at Trenton led to the jurisdiction given in the United States 
Constitution to the Supreme Court in regard to disputes between 
the states. 

Going back now to the Susquehanna Company and its share- 
holders. A number of shares having grouped under the leadership of 
one or more individuals, application was made to the Company or 
to its Committees for permission to organize a township. Here is 
such an original paper. The Committee appointed for granting of 
townships made the grant. Hereisone. A survey was made under 
the supervision of the superintendent of surveys and after the 
approval of the survey the shareholders drew for lot-locations and 
chose township officers. Here are original papers covering these 
several steps. One lot was set aside for the support of the schools; 
another for the church, anda third for the first settled minister of 
the gospel. 

Providence was the sixth township and called as well “The 
Suffering Township” because the shares had been issued largely to 
those who had suffered at the hands of the Indians. 

In similar way the settlers under New York in the territory 
which became Vermont were granted a township on the upper 
Susquehanna which took the name of Bainbridge, now Chenango 
County. . 

A considerable number of townships were laid out though only 
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17 were finally accepted as coming within the requirements of the 
Compromise Act of 1799. 

The acquirement of titles under Pennsylvania was somewhat 
different. The land office opened areas to sale. Applications were 
made by or in the names of individuals for warrants to survey 
which warrants specified an allowed acreage and were paid for ac- 
cordingly, but not the full purchase price. The location was de- 
scribed by specifying the county and usually the stream which 
drained the land, as, “on the waters of the Lackawanna,” or “on the 
waters of the Dyberry.” The township was not usually specified 
perhaps because township names and lines were being frequently 
changed as new ones were erected by the Courts of Quarter Sessions. 
and the land office kept no closely revised list of them. 

As the acreage an individual might take up was restricted and 
as most of the land in this locality of the state was taken out of the 
Commonwealth for speculative purposes it has been said great num- 
bers of straw personages were conjured up. In other instances 
the names of members of the family and names of neighbors were 
used. The warrants having been secured, surveys were made— 
sometimes “Chamber Surveys,’ that is paper surveys as contra 
distinguished from field or actual surveys. The surveys were re- 
turned into the land office; balance of purchase money was paid 
and patent secured. “Patent” is the name given to a grant from a 
sovereign authority. Where the patentee was not the same as the 
warrantee the intervening transfers were to be shown but were pos- 
sibly not closely scrutinized. Sometimes these were genuine; other 
times not. 

The outstanding features of the Pennsylvania legislative enact- 
ments were: The Act of March 13, 1782, staying possessory writs 
against settlers in behalf of Pennsylvania's claimants against Con- 
necticut settlers. This was repealed September 9, 1783. The Con- 
firming Law of March 28, 1787, confirming to Connecticut settlers 
actually in possession before the decree of Trenton. This was sus- 
pended March 29, 1788 and repealed April 1, 1790. 

To determine whether this Act was acceptable to the settlers, 
a great town meeting was held at Kingston. A vigorous attack on 
the good faith of Pennsylvania was made by John Jenkins, the 
younger. He prophesied the repeal of the law, claiming its enact- 
ment was a trick of the Pennamites. It was repealed. It was in 
effect one year and one day. . 
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Following this meeting John Franklin of Tioga Point, who had 
been its most active promoter and who throughout the whole con- 
troversy was the recognized Yankee leader, was arrested on a charge 
of high treason or sedition against the colony of Pennsylvania. 
October 2, 1787, the warrant therefor was issued by Chief Justice 
McKean and the prisoner was carried in irons to Philadelphia, where 
he was cast into prison still in irons. Food and such comforts as 
were provided for him were sent from his home and neighbors. 

As a retaliatory step, Timothy Pickering, afterwards in the 
cabinet of President Washington, and later United States Senator 
from Massachusetts, blamed for the arrest of Franklin, was kid- 
napped and carried into the forest east of the Susquehanna at Black 
Walnut Bottom and held there three weeks. Pennsylvania issued 
a proclamation offering a reward for the arrest of his abductors 
and naming foremost among them John Jenkins. ‘ 

Five years later the Intrusion Act was passed to punish 
settlers, except such few as had come in under the suspended and 
repealed Confirming Act. 

Most important of all was the Compromise Act of April 4, 1799. 
) It has been stated that the last of the succession of Pennsyl- 
vania Legislative Acts bearing on this controversy was “An Act fory 
the relief of the heirs of Elisha Matthewson, approved April 14, 
1827. 

The Charter of King Charles II to William Penn reserved and 
required the payment of two beaver skins annually on January Ist. 

The XIX section empowered the proprietary to erect any par- 
cels of land into Manors, with a Court Baron and view of Frank- 
pledge or Court Leet, to be held by the proprietors or the Lords of 
other Manors. This would constitute the owners, Lords or Barons 
and their tenants or vassals would be bound to attend and do suit 

- and service at these courts. 

September 25, 1731, grant was made of 5,000 acres near Naz- 
areth, to Letitia Aubrey, she yielding and paying therefor to the 
Penns, their heirs and assigns one red rose annually on the 24th 
of June yearly if the same shall be demanded, in full for all 
services, customs and rents. That payment though it has become 

f but a matter of sentiment and local pride continues to be made even 
| to this day. 
_ The number of Manors erected ran into the handreds and they 
varied from 500 acres to 85,000 acres in size. The Manors and

other grants taken by the Penns were about one-tenth the area and 
the choicer lands. 

There were two Manors in Luzerne. The Manor of Stoke, on 
the Wilkes-Barre side of the river comprised 10,381 acres and the 
Manor of Sunbury on the Kingston side comprised 21,200 acres. 
These were intended to take up the principal part of the desirable 
land in the valley. There were Manors located in Wayne County. 
| The Penn titles were divested, at the close of the Revolution 
(1779) by an Act of Assembly, the commonwealth binding itself to 
pay the heirs one hundred thirty thousand pounds sterling for the 
lands not theretofore granted or appropriated. To this day there 
remain in the Penn heirs, one Colonel Stewart, of England, being, 
as I understand, the present agent 1,298 acres of poor mountain 
land, part of the Manor of Sunbury, located in Plymouth Township, 
Luzerne County. This is said to be the only land in Pennsylvania 
still owned by the Penns. It is said it has never passed by deed. 
State Forester Emrick told me recently that it is being negotiated 
for to be made part of the state forests. 





a There were times when small sums would have secured to the 
a Yankees plenty of lands under the Penns that in fertility and in 
4 beauty of prospect would have rivaled these in the Valley of the 
ys Susquehanna. 


Why did they then cling so tenaciously to these particular 
acres under the Connecticut title and at the price of so much of 
trial and struggle and sacrifice and quick death? 

Nothing was then known of coal presence or values. 

In the first place with real men and women ease and comfort 

in the material things of this life are no allurement. “Difficulty, 
abnegation, martyrdoms, death, are the allurements that act on the 
heart of man.” 
: Partly it was, doubtless, stubbornness for the right. But 
e chiefly it was that they would have no over-lord. They would not 
be vassals. The Penn titles were feudal. Holders were at least 
nominally tenants not freemen. Stipendary estates held of superiors 
by military or other service. A substantial service or rental, or a 
red rose in June; seven harleycorns at harvest, what matter? 
Connecticut titles were allodial—free of rent or service—absolute 
property independent of any lord paramount—without acknowledg- 
ment of a superior. | 

On the side of the Penns perhaps bitterness and persistency 
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were added by the fear to have planted here the fanaticisms of free- 
men. I am indebted for this thought to my recollection of an ad- 
dress delivered at the Wyoming Monument 30 or 35 years ago 
by a rare friend long since at a ripe age called home—Rev. David 
Craft, of Wyalusing, pastor there and surveyor, student and author. 


Connecticut’s government for the most part held back the sup- 
port she might well have given to her Wyoming settlement. The 
late Hon. Steuben Jenkins of Wyoming presents this view and a 
severe criticism of the good faith of the consent to the Court at 
Trenton, in an article entitled “Wyoming-Connecticut-Pennsylvania” 
in Dr. Egle’s Historical Register for January, 1884. 


When the cold shoulder was turned on the settlement on the 


| Susquehanna the settlers, in 1771, set up a government of their own. 


A town meeting, pure Democracy. ‘Neither the Grecian or Roman 
states in their proudest days of Republicanism could boast of a 
government more BEY Democratic than was established at 
Wyoming.” 

Later, Connecticut erected here first, the town of Westmore- 
land, then the County of Westmoreland. We were in reality Con- 
necticut, sending representatives from here to the assembly at 
Hartford. 

Connecticut levied taxes here; appointed the judges and prin~ 
cipal officers and they enforced the laws of Connecticut. 


All through the Revolution the men who went from the Wyom- 
ing Valley and this section in such generous numbers to make up 


the Continental Army went as Connecticut men and were credited 
to Connecticut. | 


Wayne County was erected in part to cut the trails between 
Connecticut and the Susquehanna, and, in 1786, out of the County 
of Northumberland was erected the County of Luzerne. It was 
admirable tactics, attribufed to Timothy Pickering. The Yankees 
voted their own fellows into the Pennsylvania offices, which had 
been the Pennamite plan. Pickering was a Massachusetts man 
helping Pennsylvania. He was fair and honorable as were also 
many others of that side. He petitioned the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Executive Council to appoint him Prothonotary of the new county. 
They gave him that appointment and with it also those of Clerk of 
the Peace, Clerk of the Orphans’ Court, Register of Wills and Recor- 
der of Deeds. I show you his original petition. The receipts from the 
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five offices for 244 years did not exceed $50 in all. And the popu- 
lation served was about 10,000. 
This recalls a provision of the Constitution of 1776 more applic- 


able to our day than theirs: -“* * * Tf any man is called to 


public service to the prejudice of his private affairs he has the right 
to a reasonable compensation; and whenever an office, through in- 
crease of fees or otherwise, becomes so profitable as to occasion 
many to apply for it the profits ought to be lessened by the legis- 
lature.” 

We are nearing the end. You will already have concluded 
that if there are unreconstructed Yankees hereabout one of them is 
your speaker. 

Conflicting Pennsylvania warrants had been laid all over the 
Connecticut townships as well as everywhere else when the Com- 


_ promise Act of April 4, 1799 was passed. This law provided for 


the appointment of three Commissioners. They took up first, gen- 
erally, matters as to the regularity of the granting and organization 
and settlement of the townships prior to the passage of the specified 
Acts. Those matters having been satisfactorily established the 
township lines were then re-run and proofs next received from the 
individual claimants to their respective lots. Satisfactory rights 
having been made out, certificates were issued. 

Seventeen townships were accepted as having sufficiently met 
the provisions of the law. Certificates to the number of 1745 of 
which 85 were in Providence were issued,~ recognizing title to 
288,532 acres, of which 16,730 were in Providence. The claimants 
paid Pennsylvania about one dollar an acre. ; 

The first’ commissioners under this compromise law did not 
get very far. Perhaps an interesting story could be found in this 
fact. Those who really did the work were William Wilson. Gen- 
eral John Steel, of Lancaster, and William Cooper. Judge Arch- 
bald expressed to me his belief that they were fair and even generous 
in their treatment of the Yankee claims. I incline to agree with 
him. They were high class men. It is my impression that William 
Wilson was less active than the other two in the work of the com- 
mission. General Steel supervised the surveys. The greatest burden 
fell probably on Thomas Cooper. He was President Judge of the 
district which included Northumberland County, from which Lu- 
zerne had been erected in 1786. He was professor of chemistry in 
Dickinson College and later at a college in South Carolina. He 
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~ edited an important scholarly edition of some of the Latin classics 
and published an approved translation of the Institutes of Justinian, 
still on the shelves of scholars, publicists and lawyers. 

Before and at the time of and after the work of this Com- 
promise Act Commission there were movements of disappointed, 
| fearful and fight-weary settlers, and others went as a matter of con- 

science, chiefly to the Western Reserve and other parts of Ohio and 
to the inviting, rich Finger Lake region of Central New York which 
had been the granary of the “Long House” of the Iroquois confeder- 
acy and from which the Indians had been driven by General Sulli- 
: van and his army the year following the Wyoming Massacre. I 
have been told by a New York State judge that this Pennamite- 
Yankee fight of ours gave the name Penn-Yan to that charming 
county seat town on the shore of Keuka Lake. It seems probable 
Amos Harding, a direct ancestor of President Harding, came from 
Orange County, New York, to the Wyoming Valley; remained a 
few years, bought a Pennsylvania title where the village of Clifford, 
- Susquehanna County, now stands, then Luzerne County. Abra- 
ham, father of Amos, was buried there. Amos removed to Ohio. 
The Compromise Law came before the courts in the case of 
Van Horne vs. Dorrance and was sustained, but the appeal in the 
case was dropped before the merits of the appeal were really heard 
in the Supreme Court. | 
The greater part of the actually occupied land lay within the 
. seventeen accepted townships and of them the Yankees were con- 
firmed in their possessions. The sons of those who had been in 
official positions under Connecticut’s rule were elected to positions 
under Pennsylvania laws. There were those who contended that 
Pennsylvania titles became allodial after the Revolution. Generations 
have gone by since the whole issue of 1753-1820 became as dead 
as has since become that of the other war, that of 1861. 
When Connecticut, along with other states, came to cede its 
er, western lands to the federal government Pennsylvania objected to 
re acceptance by the United States as being a recognition of the Yankee 
| side of the old contention. The cession was accepted nevertheless 
and the Connecticut title was good in the hands of the United 
States. Pennsylvania had no far western lands to cede. 
Connecticut reserved a goodly tract now called the Ohio West- 
ern Reserve and the considerations received from its sale still yield 
part of the support of the Connecticut school system. So also the 
18 
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Massachusetts schools still derive part of their support from the 
sale of lands in western New York held under a similar title. 
Let me sum up what has been lost and what won and I am done. 





1. The dispute afforded a precedent and pointed a_ better 
way than by war for the settlement of disputes between the sover- 
eign states. It helped write the Constitution of the United States. 


2. Pennsylvania won as a matter of policy rather than of 
right, the integrity of her claim in jurisdictional lines. 


3. Pennsylvania held the land as far as her western charter 
bounds except parts of each of the seventeen townships. 


4. The Yankees won the major parts of the land in the 
seventeen townships including the greater area of the Wyoming 
Valley, the Upper Susquehanna Valley .and Providence on the 
Lackawanna. 

5. Connecticut held the Western Reserve from the proceeds 
of which substantial support of her schools is still derived. 

6. The Yankee settlers won a record for square, clean dealing 
untainted by treachery or dishonor. 

7. The Yankees won the sympathy of public opinion including 
that of the population of Pennsylvania, as settlers and for their con- 
scientious stand, their persistency and their sacrifices. 

8. In the acceptance of the cession of the far western lands 
Connecticut was vindicated in her position. 
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
